DILLON (May 1, 2006) — Route designations determined through the planning process
for the Bureau of Land Management Dillon Field Office are subject to appeal with the appeal
period closing May14, 2006. The designations are part of the Record of Decision (ROD) and
Approved Resource Management Plan (RMP) for the public lands and mineral estate
administered by the Dillon Field Office.

Any party adversely affected by the route designations contained in the ROD/RMP may
appeal a specific route designation. The appeal must be filed with the Field Manager at the
following address: Bureau of Land Management, Dillon Field Office, 1005 Selway Drive,
Dillon, Montana 59725. A copy must be sent to the Field Solicitor, U.S. Department of the
Interior, P.O. Box 31394, Billings, Montana 59107-1394. The appeal should state the specific
route(s) being appealed by township, range and section. Additional information about appeal
procedures can be found in the Implementation Decisions section of the ROD/RMP.
